Foreign Office said tonight it had 
confirmed that Germany Was 
making full uSe of her strategic 
position to prevent war materials 
reaching Finland from other coun¬ 
tries "anxious to prove their 
sympathy." 

•'Germany now has come out 
openly on the side of the aggres¬ 
sor.” a foreign office statement 
said. “Germany Indeed in holding 
up orders placed tq. neutral coun¬ 
tries before the war and_1* 

proudly asserting the fact.” 


Mantyluoto tonight said the Ger¬ 
man freighter Bollheim had been 
sunk In the Gulf of Bothnia by a 
submarine which survivors said 
they believed was part of the Rus 
aian naval blockade of Finland. 

The submarine was said to have 
sunk the steamship with approxi¬ 
mately 15 shells. Several officers 
were killed. Most of the crew 
reached land in lifeboats. 

The HoUheitp was en route to 
Hamburg with a load of grain. 

Several of 29 survivors who 
were landed by a lifeboat at Meri- 
karvia, on Finland's west coast, 
insisted the submarine was Rus¬ 
sian although it was not definitely 
identified. > 

The captain, second officer and 
radio operator were killed by 
shellfire.

“Severe lighting occurred also 
all along the eastern front, pan- 
ticularly it Tolvajaervi, and cost 
the Russians a severe defeat," 
the communique continued.

NEW YORK (CP)—An official I 
memorandum, compiling reports 
of medical authoritica throughout i 
Germany, is quoted by the New 
York Herald Tribune as showing 
national health in the Reich has 
deteriorated seriously under the 
regime of Adolf Hitler. 

The newspapr says the memor¬ 
andum was circulated "conflden- 
tentlally” tn the health depart¬ 
ment of the German ministry of 
the interior and was made avail¬ 
able to “certain circlet abroad." 
— 'There ts no doubt tk»! years, 
of hard work, with insufficient 
rest and unfit nourishment, have 
a premature and permanently un¬ 
favorable effect on the physical 
conditions of men and women in 
the prime of life.

Not only 
do they detest war—as everybody does—they 
cannot be expected to acquire a sudden en¬ 
thusiasm for It merely because brave little 
Finland Is another victim of brutalitarlan ag¬ 
gression.

On the contrary, we belong to the 
school which sees the United States playing 
an Important, if not a leading, role in prep 
aratlon for a peace that will require a much 
higher quality of international statesmanship 
that that which plunges nations Into the 
more costly business of war.’ We are at 
hberty to note, however, that not even the 
stoutest apologist in the neighboring repub¬ 
lic will be able to find an alibi for Soviet 
Russia in. her present dealing with Finland. 
It is the probable multiplication of such In¬ 
cidents as this that will ob lig e our friends 
to continue to count up to 10 when they 
would of a certainty rather be up and at the 
throats of the rapacious bullies of Berlin 
and Moscow.

The Bremen Again 

LONDON REPORTS THAT THE GER 
man liner Bremen was sighted this morn¬ 
ing by a British submarine which the Ad¬ 
miralty said had refrained from attacking 
her without warning. The announcement ob¬ 
serves that In obeylngthls dictum the sub¬ 
mersible was acting according to "the. rule 
of sea warfare." Advices from Berlin, inci¬ 
dentally, intimated that the liner was ex¬ 
pected to dock at some German port, presum¬ 
ably Bremcrhaven, this afternoon or this 
evening. 

It Is not for us to speculate on the mental 
reactions of the submarine commander who 
saw more than 50,000 tons of super-luxury 
shipping within his firing rgnge. We are not 
loltj what the circumstances were which pre¬ 
vents! him' from comlng to ihe surface and 
giving the necessary warn'ng—according to 
"the rule of sea warfare"—so that he would 
be in a position to seize her as a prize or 
treat her to the same fate as that meted out 
to dozens of British ships without any sort 
of warning. 

This much can be said for the principle 
which apparently discouraged the com¬ 
mander of the submarine from an act of wan¬ 
ton destruction which would have had no ef¬ 
fect whatsoever on the final outcome: He 
lived up to the best traditions of the ses; 
his action was in striking contrast with that 
persistently followed by the enemy. If any 
worth, therefore, can he placed on moral 
values these days, It would appear that the 
Bremen's arrival at one of her home porta 
will entitle the British Navy to anqfher entry 
on the credit side of its reputation.

direction of moderation, while the 
British tentatively suggested a 
loan and a trade pact as compen 
sation. 4 

Previously, British and German 
Industrialists had met In Stutt¬ 
gart with the object of making 
an agreement which would have 
amounted to British financial 
support for German trade. 

But the important thing to re¬ 
member is that the Stuttgart con¬ 
ference was Interrupted by the 
German invasion of Czecho¬ 
slovakia, and the Wohltat con¬ 
versations were interrupted by 
the crisis over Poland. The work 
of the German "moderates,” 
therefore, proved to be nothing 
bur's diversion and a blind. 

Nor must It be forgotten that 
Heir von Papen, who is now 
speaking words that reflect 
certain British thoughts, per 
suaded Chancellor Schuschnigg 
of Austria, to make hla first visit 
to Berchtesgadep on the grounds 
that Hitler -wished to patch 
things up with him. That first 
visit, on February 12, waa the 
beginning of the end of Austria. 

ACTUALLY the so-called 
c* Goerlng group Is small, has 
little influence in military circles, 
consists chiefly of Industrialists, 
and is an anchor to windward in 
case Germany shoild decisively 
lose the war.

’T'EACHERS OF ENGLISH NO DOUBT 
1 are beginning to realize that some stu¬ 
dents may not like Milton’s poetry or Emer¬ 
son's essays—and never will.

Health condlt ona have greatly Improved, 
but in View of the possibilities, they are far 
from being good enough. A -large number 
of mothers die in ohildbirth, and Infants at 
birth, who could be saved. Thousands of 
children are born with the handicap of con¬ 
genital syphilis and many adults suffer and 
-die from .it. Yet medical science has the 
means of eradicating this disease. Pneu¬ 
monia disables and kills thousands, although 
there is now a method by which' to reduce 
the death rate by at least one-half. The toll 
of mental diseases sould be lowered a great 
deal by the extension of mental hygiene serv¬ 
ices. And while tuberculosis Is no longer the 
menace It used to be, It Is still the second 
cause of death for the age group between 
15 and 45 years. A vigorous public health 
program could correct this. Chr onic diseases 
such at arthritis, neuralgia, neuritis, diseases 
of the blood vessels, heart and kidneys cause 
misery, loss of earnings and death to hun¬ 
dreds of thousands annually. 

Thus while there Is good cheer at the 
sight of the progress that has been made, 
to energetic and devoted people It acta only 
as a spur to keep going farther. The health 
record of a nation depends on the spread of 
medical services to the masses, coupled' with 
the maintenance of a proper standard of 
living.

The ques¬ 
tion Is one of progress In making 
air travel safe, and such progress 
is being made. 

Airlines are giving fine service 
for mail as well as for passengers. 
When I was In Ceylon two years 
ago. I used to prepare two copies 
of each story meant for our 
column, sending one copy east, 
the other west 

The copy sent west was taken 
by airplane across India, Arabia 
and southern Europe. Then It 
was placed aboard a mall steamer 
leaving a port in France or Great 
Britain. The other copy went to 
China, then across the Pacific 
Ocean by airplane, aboard one of 
the famous “clippers.” 

The past summer saw the open¬ 
ing of Atlantic airplane service, 
something 1 had been hoping To 
have for a long time. Quite often 
In the past months I have sent 
letters by Atlantic Clipper. They 
have been taken across the ocean 
and delivered safely two or three 
day* after mailing. Letters sent 
to Europe by mail steamers sel¬ 
dom are delivered in less than a 
week or 10 days.
